er eye witnesses. 
C. Pruetz, proprietor of the as­ 
toop on the corner, testified that he 
first saw Ruesgen Saturday morning 
.at 9 o’clock when he entered with 
several other employes of the but­ 
ton works. 
Ruesgen said he was 
through working 
for the button 
works. He bad his check, amounting 
to $11.09, cashed and drank a small 
glass of beer, after which he depart­ 
ed. He then went through the back 
door and toward the button works to 
get his overalls and tools. 
Witness testified that he next saw 
Ruesgen about 2 o’clock In the af­ 
ternoon with a man named Gelensky. 
They each drank a glass of beer and 
then departed. Later in the after­ 
noon Ruesgen returned. 
Chief Webber, Detective McGrath 
and Patrolman W’endllng were also 
sworn and testified as to what Rues­ 
gen told them regarding the affair, 
the substance of which was hereto­ 
fore published.

It provides that 
the 
bill 
shall 
contain the house long and 
short 
haul clause and the senate provision 
that the interstate commerce 
com­ 
mission may suspend ne operation of 
railroad rates for ten months pend­ 
ing investigation. 
Section 12 and section 16 of the 
bill take effect immediately. 
The 
former applies to 
increased 
rates 
and under the bill such rates can be 
suspended by the 
interstate 
com­ 
merce commission at any time after 
the passage of the measure. 
Thi& 
makes effective immediately 
Presi­ 
dent Taft’s agreement with the rail­ 
roads. 
Section 16 provides for the 
ap­ 
pointment of a commission to con­ 
sider the question of regulating the 
issue of stocks and 
bonds 
by rail­ 
roads. 
The burden of proof that a rate 
increase is reasonable is placed on 
the railroads 
and 
the 
interstate 
commerce commission is directed to 
give hearings and decisions in such 
cases preference over all other ques­ 
tions. 
The other sections of the bill take 
effect in sixty days. 
Insurgent Victory 
Insurgents and congressmen from 
the prairie and mountain states won 
a notable victory in the retention of 
the long and short haul clause of 
the house bill. 
The 
victory lies 
with the house and particularly with 
Representative Mann, leader of the 
house .onferees. 
The clause had been adopted by 
the house and beaten in the senate. 
To many of the great railway sys­ 
tems it was one of the most objec­ 
tional in all the railroad bill discus­ 
sion. 
In the conferees the senators 
stood out in the strongest terms for 
the exclusion of the clause in the 
report. 
The most telling argument 
against the provision was that it 
was 
unconstitutional. Mann 
con 
suited high legal authority and suc­ 
ceeded in producing evidence yester­ 
day that convinced the committee 
that the clause was constitutional. 
Then he took the aggressive and pre­ 
vailed upon them to accept the pro­ 
vision. 
Under the existing law railroads 
may charge rates to mountain points 
far In excess of the through rates 
to the Pacific coast. 
The bill skys 
that it shall be unlawful, for a com­ 
mon carrier to charge more “for a 
shorter than a long distance over 
the same line or route In the some 
direction, the shorter being includ­ 
ed within the longer distance.” 
The railroads are prohibited from 
charging more for a short than for 
a ling distance in any event e xcept 
by permission of the interstate com­ 
merce commission, which may grant 
such permission where special busi­ 
ness justifies the difference in rates. 
Senator Newlands (D., Nev.) ob­ 
tained permission to file a minority 
report on the railroad bill. 
It will 
be signed by Newlands and Repre­ 
sentative Adamson, representing the 
democrats on the conference 
com­ 
mittee.

In Spite This Hard Charge 
Dalzell, Steel Trust Con- ’ 
gressman, would Hush 
the Probe 
COMO, Italy, June 14.—The po­ 
lice have almost despaired of getting 
any clue to the 
murderer of Mrs. 
Mary Scott Charlton, whose mutilat­ 
ed body, jammed into a trunk, was 
fished from Lake Como on last Fri­ 
day from Constantine Ispolatoff, the 
Russian suspect under arrest. 
Ispolatoff was in the “sweat box” 
nearly all night but to no avail. Is­ 
polatoff did not show th© least em- 
barassment or confusion. Ispolatoff’s 
defense was so strong that the de­ 
tectives suddenly switched their tac­ 
tics and told him that they were con­ 
vinced that Charlton killed his wife 
and asked him whether he could not 
furnish them with the clue to the 
murderer. Aside from saying that he 
knew Charlton was jealous of his 
wife and frequently worked himself 
into a frenzy through heavy drinking 
the Russian threw no additional light 
on the case. 
Search Lake Again 
United States Ambassador Leish- 
man and United Consul Caughey at 
Milan brought divers 
and 
began 
searching the part of the lake where 
the body of Mrs. Charlton was found. 
Irishm an and Caughey are convinc­ 
ed that Charlton was murdered. 
Were Both Insane? 
The police are becoming more and 
more convinced that either Charlton 
or his wife, probably both of them, 
was insane. 
Stories of wild orgies 
in 
the 
Charlton villa, of midnight dances on 
the lawn, with Charlton and his wife 
in the scantiest attire, of incanta­ 
tions and weird exercises that savor­ 
ed strongly of orientalism, have been 
told to the police by country folk and 
villagers who happened to pass the 
Charlton home late at nigni. 
Insanity Contagious 
One of the official staff of Count 
Guiglia, the Milan procurator, who 
is superintending the investigation, 
said to the United Press today: 
“The Charltons 
were a jstrange 
couple. They did not do anything in 
a normal way. 
I 
think that Mrs. 
Charlton was insane and that her 
husband, probably to humor her, but 
possibly himself unbalanced with his 
association with her, adopted her 
whimsical ways. 
' “That: she was insane I think was 
clearly shown at the time she shot 
the American lawyer (Wm. B. Craig) 
in the Waldorf-Astoria hotel in New 
York. 
“The woman suffered from a phy­ 
sical malformation and women have 
been known to go insane from simi­ 
lar defects. There Is every reason to 
believe that Mrs. Charlton exerted a 
potent influence over her husband.” 
Tried Suicide Once 
HARTFORD, Conn., 
June 14.— 
Mrs. 
Mary 
Scott Castle Charlton, 
the victim of the Lake Como murder 
mystery, tried to commit suicide in 
this city in the summer of 1908 by 
jumping into the Par river. The sui­ 
cide attempt followed her desertion 
by a man named Betts, with whom 
she lived as his wife at one of the lo­ 
cal hotels for two months, according 
to the story told today by the man­ 
ager of the hotel. 
The trunlc in which Mrs. Charl­ 
ton’s body was found bore the name 
W. C. Betts” and it is believed the 
trunk was given to her by her com­ 
panion of 1908.
